1684, yet his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty to ſhew his 
earneſt deſires to put.an end to this fatal War, and eſtabliſh a firm Peace 
in the Chriſtian World, is willing to reſtore all Things as they were eſta- 
bliſhed by the Treaty concluded at Manſter, October 24, 1648; 


HI. His Majeſty therefore offers to reſtore the City of Sir a5ba7gh to its 
ancient Rights, Liberties, and Privileges, and renounce all claims of So-
